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(54) Adaptation of radio transmission parameters and optimisation of positioning of a cordless 
communication system 



(57) The present invention applies to a device for 
adapting the radio transmission parameters of a radio 
transmission means (110), a device associated with an 
item of equipment (100) including sensors (102 to 106). 
The adaptation device has: 

a means of estimating the presence of a user, 
adapted to take into account the signals coming 
from said sensors, and 



a means of modifying a radio transmission param- 
eter of said transmission means according to the 
estimation of presence effected by said estimation 
means. 

It also applies to a device for optimising the posi- 
tioning of cordless communication systems (110) adapt- 
ed to communicate with each other by means of a radio 
channel. 
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
